Of the ten towns which took part in a forum in Lexington, 
Monday night, Wilmington had the largest representation. 
‘There were 15 town officials of Wilmington present, out of 
a total of 75 when the meeting opened at 8 p.m. But there 
were a few determined LWV types present from Wayland, 
Weston and Sudbury. They wanted to discuss the railroad 
crisis in those towns, and they almost took over the meeting, 


‘The various officials were told 
by president John McCarthy of 
Wakefield of the effects of Re- 
gional Planning. and a seventeen 
minute slide projection carried 
the discussion further. Mr, * 
McCarthy was speaking to an 
audience that knew of regional 
planning. as many of the officials 
had participated in the SILC 
(Subregion Intertown Liason Com- 
mittee) organization of 10 towns, 
‘Yncluding Wilmington 

Paul E. McBride, of the Metro- 
politan Area Planning Council 
staff, answered the questions about 


the railroad crisis. and in the 
answers said with some humor 
that there were 100 ways in 
which the deathblow had been 
given to the railroads of the U.S. 
McBride did not regard the pos- 
sibly coming crisis of the Boston 


& Maine as being as important 


as that of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road 

When Town Manager Sterling 
Morris asked McBride if it was 
a policy “to halt construction of 
highways and bissections of 
towns” McBride said that the 
policy was to develop plans for

comparable expressways and a 
transit system, and to develop 
plans for alternative transpor- 
tation systems. 

One of McBride's answers to 
a question was to sav that the 
MAPC had advocated the sharing 
of the gasoline tax revenues for 
purposes other than highways 
since 1967 

Selectman Banda of Wilmington 
wanted to know if there were any 
hard plans for the Wilmington - 
Reading area, railroad wise 
McBride said that there were no 
answers until 19745, that per- 
haps the railroad would go to 
Malden by that time, and then 
there were half a dozen alterna- 
tives open, some of which 
involved bussing, hot-topping the 
railroad rights-of-way. and lastly 
another railroad station, in South 
Wilmington, involving the Lowell 
branch of the B&M. McBride 
called it merely “another rail- 
road
